State pollution control offi¬ 
cial Phillip Doherty said his 
office was investigating. 

Maj. Gen. A. L. Gordy 
(ret.) who lives in the area 
reported at least 30 families 
were affected. 


He said he believes the irri¬ 
tant may have come from 
mustard gas cannisters he 
said were dumped in the Gulf 
of Mexico many years ago. 

Dr. Alan Cfazort, an allergy 
specialist who vacations in 
Santa Rosa Beach, said the 
substance had been so irritat¬ 
ing it had been impossible to 
stay on the beaches in this 
area for the past five days. 

“It is more than a minor ir¬ 
ritation,” he said. “Many peo¬ 


ple have complained of cough¬ 
ing all night and sore chests.” 

Dr. A. F. Ullman, Bay 
County health officer, said he 
had noted that smoke from a 
nearby paper mill had been 
heavier than usual. 

The problem might also be 
a result of bilge oil in the 
Gulf, he said. 

Health officials expect to 
identify the irritant and take 
proper measures within a day 
or two, Ullman said.

Another group of highly interested observers, somewhat more 
solemn than the excited Chicken Littles of New England, were scanning 
the skies with powerful cameras that morning on a bleak, remote 
peninsula off the tip of Virginia, murmuring among themselves in a 
guttural language. But they were not alien invaders freshly dis¬ 
embarked from flying saucers. They were a team of German scientists 
who have quietly spent the past five years lighting up the skies from 
Scandinavia to Australia with a long series of experiments designed 
to study the earth’s erratic magnetic fields. 
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The awesome red and green orbs which have excited thousands of 
people in Sweden, Finland, Nova Scotia, Kentucky and Florida are 
actually chemical clouds released by rockets 300 to 600 miles above 
the earth. Each new cloud experiment set off a rash of flying saucer 
reports which, when collected by the scientists, enabled them to 
check the scope, effectiveness and results of the tests. 


Strangely, many of these reports were accompanied by the same 


bizarre details often found in unexplained UFO sightings ... weird 
sounds, odd manuevers, and even radar "angels" and aberrations. 

These were highly subjective impressions translated into reality 
by the witnesses’ minds. However, these tests account for a very 
small percentage of all the unidentified flying objects which are 
still being reported at an average rate of fifty per day throughout 
the world and were being seen and reported regularly long before the 
men of the Max Planck Institute for Extraterrestrial Physics, Munich, 
Germany, began their experiments in 1966.

the German team has been working 


in close cooperation with the National Aeronautics and Space Ad¬ 
ministration at the NASA installation on Wallops Island, Virginia. 
Javelin and NIKE rockets catapult payloads of barium, sodium and 
other chemicals to the edge of outer space. When dispersed the 
chemical vapors become ionized and the eerily-glowing balls of gas 
slowly melt into streaks hundreds of miles long, forming paths in 
the earth’s natural magnetic fields like iron filings clustering 
about a horseshoe magnet. The sodium clouds appear as reddish-orange 
blobs which can be seen for hundreds of miles. Barium clouds look 
like light green spheres tinged with red. Then a dark blue form 
emerges and slowly spreads across the sky. In some experiments these 
clouds have extended for aver a thousand miles. They are usually 
visible for about thirty minutes but some have been visible for 
upwards of an hour. In thousands of UFO reports from all over the 
world similar phenomena have been repeatedly described. Formations 
of greenish "fireballs" were widely reported in the southwest in 

the 1940’s and 50’s. 


PHANTOM CLOUDS 

Could it be that some, if not all, flying saucer sightings are 
actually observations of natural gas formations in the upper atmosphere? 
Both the American astronauts and the Soviet cosmonauts have described 
and photographed unusual luminous clouds above the earth’s atmosphere. 
Early in the Mercury program both Wally Schirra and Gordon Cooper % 
reported seeing anomalous clouds while orbiting the planet. Schirra 
described a "brownish smog-appearing patch" high above the Indian 
Ocean...so high he could see the stars under it. Cooper spotted one 
of the formations over South America. 

Russian scientists have also been watching and studying these 
"luminous and 'noctilucent clouds". In an article in the Soviet maga¬ 
zine Yonost in 1966, Robert Vitolniek, a young radioastronomer at 
the observatory of Moscow University, revealed that these things 
"occur at an altitude of approximately 300,000 feet and travel at 
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Frequency Spectrum Chart 

. The Frequency Spectrum Chart illustrates 
man's and nature's activity in the use of electro¬ 
magnetic energy as a function of frequency.

The presentation of the spectrum in these two 
categories is an attempt to suggest a simpLe meare 
for showing Man's Use and Natural Phenomena in 
simple terms of a common denominator: Frequency. 
Although extreme care has been taken to place ac¬ 
tivities in their proper frequency relationship, 
this chart should not be used as a basis for tech¬ 
nical reference. 


The first section, Man's Use, is made up of 
(1) frequency allocations, and (2) a listing of mis¬ 
cellaneous items of general applications. In (1) 
the Office of Telecommunications Management al¬ 
locates these frequencies for Federal Government 
use, and the Federal Communications Commission 
for all other "?es. These are current allocations 
for usage in the United States. 


Man's unintended use, broadband intferference, 
is also placed in the miscellaneous section. This 
notation indicates the frequency ranges at which 

there is generation of spurious or unwanted EM

energy resulting from man’s use of electric and 
electronic products. These frequencies would in¬ 
clude the radiated and conducted signals. 


The second section, Natural Phenomena, pre¬ 
sents information on (1) propagation effects, in¬ 
cluding the atmospheric windows, (2) the genera¬ 
tion of known natural atmospheric and galactic ra¬ 
diations, and (3) side effects of electromagnetic 

energy observed in disciplines other than electri- ' 
cal and electronic. 

The incidences of such side effects which have 
been entered on the chart indicate frequencies at 
which experiments have been performed and do not 
imply evidence of a unique frequency effect or the 
intensity and duration of exposure necessary to 
induce the effect.

These luminous clouds may be cigar¬ 
shaped, sawtoothed or in the form of stripes and whorls”. 

Soviet investigators have found there is a definite correlation 
between these objects and the layers of ionized air known as.Eg in 
the atmosphere. Ultra-short radio waves, such as Television signals, 
usually travel in straight lines and pass through the E layer without 
interference. But when ultra-short waves strike one of these luminous 
clouds they bounce, back to earth. Mr. Vitolniek remodeled a television 
set, focussed his antenna on one of the clouds and immediately picked 
up a television broadcast from England, many thousands of miles away. 

In further experimentation he found he could actually predict the 
appearances of these luminous clouds over Russia from the signals

The Soviet studies might eventually explain some of the strange 
radar returns which have been reported over the years and credited to 
Martian space ships by flying saucer enthusiasts, just as the barium 
cloud experiment of October 5, 1970 apparently befuddled the radar 
equipment in Nova Scotia.

Natural vapors drifting through space could become electrically 
excited when they near earth, like the neon gas in a neon tube, and 
even when they pass' hundreds of miles above the earth they present 
an awesome spectacle. The Wallops Island tests have proven--again--

the fact that most witnesses, even trained observers like pilots, 
military men and police officers, can greatly misjudge distance, 
size and speed when they don’t knoi any of the characteristics 
of the object they are watching. 

Some barium cloud shots, such as the one of September 24, 1966, 

have produced reports of mighty space ships complete with ’’little 
men” peering out of windows. Others such as the launch of March 30, 
1967, were well-publicized and generated very few spurious UFO 
reports.

The United States Air Force has quietly been duplicating 

the experiments of the Max Planck Institute for some years. An Air 
Force barium cloud launch from Elgin Air Force Base in Florida in 
January 1967 produced a massive wave of UFO sightings. Other Air 
Force shots have taken place in Alaska and South America. In fact, 
the U.S. set up a special base on Easter Island in the 1960 v s to 
carry out mysterious ’’atmospheric tests”. The base was abandoned 
last year and information about those tests is not available.

In our various articles and books we have noted the apparent 
tie-in between the UFO phenomenon and earth’s magnetic fields.

astronomers around the world have been studying the strange radio

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the frequency of Alpha waves (brain waves). Dozens of separate 
scientific disciplines have been studying various aspects of all this 
over the past ten years and many obscure scientific papers have been 
published on these matters. Almost none of this material has filtered 
down to the general public. 

POLE WATCHING 

The earth ? s magnetic field is in a state of flux. Science now knows 
that the field reverses itself (that is, the North pole suddenly becomes 
the South pole) every few thousand years. There are some indications 
that it may happen again in the fairly near future. The sun 1 s polarity 
shifted suddenly in the late 1950 ? s. 

Our planet also has a very wobbly axis and tips over every ten 
thousand years or so. As near as anyone can tell, the last big tip 
was about ten thousand years ago so we may be due for the grand- 
daddy of all earthquakes. Strange luminous balls and clouds have 
frequently appeared just before...or just after...major earthquakes 
in the past. These could be the result of sudden changes in the 
affected areas’ electrical and magnetic fields. So maybe the increased 
appearances of noctilucent clouds all over the planet are the result 
of massive electrical changes taking place on this trembling, troubled 
ball of mud. One way to find out is to send up barium clouds and study 
the patterns of those magnetic fields. 

The men from the Max Planck Institute have conducted many of their 
experiments in the Arctic Circle regions. Other major chemical cloud 
shots have been carried out in the Southern hemisphere. 

The last shot in the barium cloud series was launched at 11:05 
p.m., September 20, 1971. It was fired from Central America and 
the gas was released at an altitude of 20,000 miles. To the naked eye 
it appeared as a bright star which faded away in seconds. According 
to NASA, the shot "will enable scientists to measure both magnetic 
and electrical fields in space as well as to make a plasma physics 
study not possible in an earth laboratory". 

It is very probable that a high percentage of all LITS (lights- 
in-the-sky) UFO reports are actually natural noctilucent clouds. It 
is equally probable that a fair percentage of reports since 1966 have 
been observations of barium cloud experiments, particularly since many 
of these experiments (there have been hundreds throughout the world) 
were performed in near-secrecy. But, of course, there is still a 
fascinating residue of sightings which can not be explained by these 
things .\ —

What causes “after-running”— 
“dieseling”—in a passenger car 
engine after shut-down? What can 
be done about it? 

After-run (also known as after- 
firing, dieseling, or run-on), in 
which the engine continues to run 
after the ignition switch has been 
turned off, is becoming a frequent 
occurrence in late-model cars. 
This condition, sometimes accom¬ 
panied by a “knock” or “ping,” 
is encountered more frequently 
in 1968-model cars and subsequent 
models equipped with the new 
emission control systems. After¬ 
run occurs most in cars which 
operate on a regular-grade gaso¬ 
line. 

According to Texaco's Research 

and Technical Department, the

phenomenon will occur if either of 
the following situations is present: 

1. Surface-ignition after-run oc- 
curs when the surfaces in the com¬ 
bustion chamber are hot enough to 
provide a source of ignition for the 
fuel-air mixture, even in the ab¬ 
sence of a spark at the spark plug. 

2. Compression-ignition after¬ 
run occurs when the conditions of 
temperature and pressure, fuel 
composition, and engine speed 
allow compression-ignition of the 
fuel-air mixture after ignition at 
the spark plug is stopped. This ac¬ 
tion is similar to that of a diesel 
engine. 

Surface-ignition after-run sel¬ 
dom occurs in passenger car oper¬ 
ation, however, because deposits 
on combustion chamber surfaces 

normally are not hot enough to con¬ 
tinue to ignite the fuel-air mixture 
when the ignition is turned off.

The Walrus and the Carpenter 

Were walking on the strand; 

They sighed to see the UFOs 

Flash past on either hand. 

If we could only get aboard,” 

They said, “it would be grand.” 

Two years or so ago millions of 
people around the globe entertained 
this hope, to see and board a flying 
saucer. Yet where are those UFOs 
today, seen by five million Ameri¬ 
can viewers? Where are their rows 

of winking colored lights, their right- 
angled turns at top speed, their phe¬ 
nomenal acceleration? And where 
are their alleged little green crew¬ 
men with or without antennae in 
their foreheads? 

> > > 

As an acknowledged authority on 
UFOs and UFO literature, I’m 

asked from time to time what has 
happened to UFOs. I have an an¬ 
swer or rather an hypothesis, which 
may or may not be correct. It could 

turn out that the current absence of 
UFOs is even more significant than 

was their recent presence. 

But first, let’s look at the facts. It’s 
certainly a matter of record that 
UFOs have almost completely 
dropped out of the newspaper col¬ 
umns and the magazines, and almost 
as completely from book publishers’ 
lists. In Exeter, N.H., the Flying 
Saucer Museum and Library, which 
contained the largest collection of 
Ufoiama in the world, has closed its 
doors for lack of patronage. UFO 
Tours Inc. of New York, which of¬ 
fered luxury cruises in the F/S Solar 
Wind and other latest model flying 
saucers, no longer sends out its 
brightly colored travel brochures. 
And the overall number of reported 
sightings of flying saucers has been 
drastically reduced. 

I say that reported sightings are 
down. As soon as UFOs began to 
drop from the news, public interest 
waned. People stopped reporting 
every stray flash of light or unusual 
celestial phenomenon as a UFO. 
They stopped sending to the press 
every photograph that contained 
some unexplained flaw or reflection. 
That leaves us with the question of 
actual sightings. Are these down, 
too? 

As soon as people stopped look¬ 
ing for flying saucers, the number 
seen inevitably fell. The strangest 
and most unusual things can happen 
right/under one’s nose and remain 
unobserved, if one is neither looking 


for. ,npr expecting them. In fact, h 
these circumstances the stranger and 
more unusual the occurrence is, the 
more likely it is to go unobserved. 
So it’s not surprising to find that, 
although documented sightings con¬ 
tinue, their number is sharply down. 
There are, therefore, both fewer re¬ 
ported sightings and fewer actual 
sightings than previously., 

> > > 

The Condon Report, called for by 
the United States Government, must 
take its share of blame for this state 
of affairs. Read as a whole, the re¬ 
port could not conceal the considera¬ 
ble body of evidence which pointed to 
an important and inexplicable phe¬ 
nomenon. But the introductory sum¬ 
mary of the report performed a 
hatchet job on flying saucers that has 
rarely been equaled in the fields of 
scientific scholarship. And as evevy.- 
one knows, when a scholar and a 
scientist picks up a hatchet, he does 
a job with it of unparalleled effec¬ 
tiveness and ferocity. 

If I were a flying saucer captain 
or crewman and read those opening 
pages of the Condon Report, I’d con¬ 
clude that Earth was no place for me 
and I’d make my getaway as quickly 
as I could. I’d decide that if Earth 
cared sc little for UFOs, why should 
UFOs care for Earth, and I’d put 
as many galactic light-years between 

Earth and my ship as I could. 

But there is another possibility. 
The Condon Report may not bear the 
whole blame for the departure of 
UFOs. There’s a possibility that the 
reduction of UFO sightings is due to. 
something quite different, the long 
overdue reversal of Earth’s magnetic 

poles. 

Let me explain. Among the devices 
developed by Earth to protect itself 
from the hazards of space is its mag¬ 
netic field. The poles of this field, 
negative and positive, correspond 
roughly with the geographic or axial 
poles of Earth, but not entirely. 
While all celestial bodies, however 
small, have a gravitational field, a 
magnetic field is a comparatively 
rare distinction, something Earth 
can be proud of. It’s apparently 
caused by an interaction between 
Earth’s inner core and outer crust, 
straining and rubbing against each 
other. 

> > > 

Now what is the possible connec¬ 
tion between this and the withdrawal 
of UFOs? It appears that every so 

often for some unexplained reason 
Earth’s magnetic field fades to al¬ 
most nothing. Then it comes up 
aga ; " to full strength, but with the 

m 


negative and positive poles reversed. 
According to a recent report in Time 
magazine these changes have been 
accompanied by notable shifts in 
Earth’s weather patterns and have 
strongly affected animal life. For 
instance, a reversal of the poles, 
which took place between sixty and 
seventy million years ago synchro¬ 
nizes with the disappearance from 
Earth of the great lizards. This 

cleared the way for our earliest an- 

% •

ceStors to become the dominant 
species on Earth. 

And now we’re getting warm, 
we’re coming close to a possible so¬ 
lution to the problem of the absent 
UFOs. In the last ten million years 

Earth’s magnetic poles have been 
reversed on an average every 220,000 
years; but the last reversal took 
place about 700,000 years ago. In 
other words, a reversal of the mag¬ 
netic poles is 480,000 years overdue. 
It may take place any day now. 
Every day the possibility increases. 
And when the reversal comes after 

so long a delay, it should be a big 
one. 

We can’t tell exactly what such a 
reversal may mean for humanity. It 
will certainly upset all our com¬ 
passes and navigational instruments 
and may do a lot of other things as 
well. It could possibly be one of those 
catastrophes so immense that it 
really isn’t worth anyone worrying 
about it. 

But how may UFOs be regarding 
its approach? With their powerful 
but delicate gravitational drive and 
their highly complicated electro¬ 
magnetic instrumentation, they cer¬ 
tainly would not wish to be caught 
in a reversal of planetary poles; they 
might never find their way home 
again. It Could well be their im¬ 
mensely sensitive informational and 
warning systems have told them in 
advance that this reversal, now 
nearly half a million years late, is 
likely to occur very shortly. In which 
case they have wisely decided to re¬ 
port back to their home ports as 
quickly as they can. 

Sherlock Holmes once commented 

% 

to the effect that he learned more 
from things that weren’t present than 
from things that were. He solved 
more cases by clues that he looked 
for and couldn’t find than by the 
clues obvious for all to see. It may 
well be that we have more to learn 
from the UFOs now they are leaving 
us than'we did when they were pres¬ 
ent. In that case our scientific estab- 
lishment should stop gloating about 
its victory over the UFOs. Instead 
it should be preparing to cope with 
the possible reversal of poles in 
Earth’s magnetic field. That should 
keep it busy. 



FEED HOYLE AGAIN. In the Interim newsletter we issued in May 
we reprinted an alleged interview with famed British astronomer 
Fred Hoyle in which he expounded some TROJAN HORSE-type ideas. 
This item was apparently related to the release of Prof. Hoyle's 


book, The New Face of Science (World, 1971). Hoyle is recognized 
as one of the world's foremost cosmologists and during a speech 


in Houston in 1970 he suggested that we may, indeed, be controlled 
by "signals from the future". Refsring to the existence of worlds 
or influences outside our own space-time continuum, he continued, 
"The case for studying the world outside the earth becomes over¬ 
whelming. . .If it should turn out that you can not engage in the 
simplest activity...without signals from the future as the con¬ 
trolling influence, then our whole philosophical attitude to the 
world outside the earth will be changed...The issue, I think, will 
be as important culturally as scientifically”. 


Some hardcore UFO enthusiasts, such as Stanton Friedman, have 
expressed confusion over the statements that the UFO "problem" 
is more philosophical than scientific. But many researchers and 
investigators have concluded that continuing investigation of 
manifestations is pointless. Instead, we need to consider the 
meaning and purposes of those manifestations and their direct 
and indirect influences upon mankind. This makes a philosophical 
approach mandatory. The evidence indicates that the phenomenon 
has no humanly acceptable meaning. We have, however, translated 
the manifestations into meanings which serve our own purposes. 
Theological recognition of this in the 1960's led to the "God 
is dead” controversy. The same intellectual process will event¬ 
ually lead to a "UFOs are dead" conclusion in the 1970's.

VANCOUVER, B.C.—A 40- 
year-old Canadian tired of 
fighting North American 
scientists is flying to Moscow 
to try to prove a myth. 

The myth: That the Sas- 
quateh, a sort of North 
American abominable snow¬ 
man, actually exists along 
Pacific Coast of the U. S. and 
Canada. 

Rene Dahinden, a Canadian 
gun club worker, and hun¬ 
dreds of others believe it 
does. But to most scientists 
and most laymen it’s a joke 
-—the product of a ripe ima¬ 
gination or, in some proven 
cases, the result of elaborate 
hoaxers. 

The consensus among the 
believers is that the Sas- 
quateh is about 8 feet high, 


weighs about 300 pounds, has 
feet 18 inches to 2 feet long, 
and takes strides of any¬ 
thing from 4 to 6 feet.

OveP the y eai tf^feports of 
sighting have come in from 
all over British Columbia, 
Washington, Oregon and oc¬ 
casionally Northern Califor¬ 
nia. 

But nobody has ever found 
a Sasquatch ^carcass or its 
home. The only pictures al¬ 
legedly taken have been seri¬ 
ously questioned by scien¬ 
tists. 

One batch of photos taken 
in California in 1968 show a 
hairy creature waving huge 
arms at the camera. 

Another film taken in 
Washington was dismissed 
by Canadian government sci¬ 
entists in Ottawa as “a hoax. 

But Dahinden still believes. 

Much of his faith is based 
on plaster casts of Sasquatch 
tracks taken after a variety 
of different sightings. 

But even some of the casts 
are suspect. 


Hoax Admitted 

One man in Colville, Wash., 
admitted faking some this 
April. He cut them out of 
2-by-iO lumber, nailed them 
to boots and made tracks 
about 54 inches apart round 
his home. 

The believers said no hu¬ 
man could stride that far.

Dahinden hopes scientists 
in Moscow will answer the 
puzzle—one way or the other. 

He Is pinning his hopes 
particularly on Prof. Boris 
Porshnev of the USSR Acad¬ 
emy of Science and a member 
of the snowman committee 
set up by the Kremlin to in¬ 
vestigate reports of Sasquat- 
ch-like beasts kicking around 
Siberia. 

He said the Russians have 
about 1000 eye witness re¬ 
ports and meet monthly to 
discuss developments and 
theories.

VANCOUVER, B.C. (AP) 
— Canadian officials have 
concluded that reports of a 
Russian freighter sinking 
10 miles northwest of here 
were a hoax. • 

A spokesman for the 
Canadian Rescue Coordina¬ 
tion Center in Victoria said a 
search by aircraft and ships 
indicated the report “was 
nothing other than a hoax 
and a pretty good one.” 

First reports of the sink¬ 
ing in Pryce Channel near 
the mouth of Toba Inlet 
were received by the center 
Monday night. The radioed 


reports said the crew of a 
275-foot Russian freighter 
had been picked up by a Ca¬ 
nadian fish packer. 

Fishing companies and 
federal fisheries authorities 
said they had checked all 
listing of fishing vessels with 
the name given in the mes¬ 
sage, the Delta, and found 
none was in the area of the 
reported sinking. 

A spokesman for Pacific 
International Freightliners, 
Ltd., agents of Russian ves¬ 
sels, said there was “abso¬ 
lutely no doubt it is not a 
Russian freighter.”

More Than One 
Earth Exists 


PHILADELPHIA, May 11 
In a paper delivered before the! 
American Academy of Sciences 
yesterday, Nobel-prize winning 
physicist Edward Dennison ad¬ 
vanced the theory that more 
than one Earth could exist, for¬ 
ever separated from the others 
by a slight time difference. 

According to Dennison, such 
“extra Earths” may be created 
every time a situation arises in 
which there is an exactly equal 
reason for something to happen 
or not happen. 

“There is mathematical evi¬ 
dence,” Dennison stated, “tha 
in physics, when precisely o 
posing forces act at an identical 
time to make a single particle 
react, it is as possible that the 
object will fulfill both actions 
as it is that it will fulfill neither. 

Dennison believes that what 
is true of atoms may also be 
true of planets. Thus, for ex¬ 
ample, if a bomb were exactly 
poised between exploding andi 
not exploding, both possibili¬ 
ties would happen, separated by 
a slight shift of time, and from 
that point on, the otherwise 
identical planets would pursue 
different courses. 

The theory, which Dennison 
advanced as a conceptual tool 
rather than as a serious prob¬ 
ability, can never be proven; 
there would be no way of ever 
knowing that a divergence took 
place. “It has always worried 
me,” Dennison concluded his 
address, “that in one of the pos- 
sible worlds, some old friend of 
my father’s would show up in 
Richmond in 1916 on an evening 
of considerable importance to 
me, and take him out drinking.”

HOLLWOOD (LAT)—The Superman of Hollywood is 
dead. 

Police found him Tuesday, sitting in his apartment re¬ 
frigerator - frozen stiff. He had been there about four 
weeks. 

The discovery clears up the disappearance of Arthur 
W. Mandelko, 24, a quiet, slightly built young man who, 
since last March, had waged a peculiar never-ending fight. 

Against “crime/’ Against himself. 

Police now say Mendelko was one of Hollywood's 
oddest. Quite a distinction in this town. But, until he com¬ 
mitted suicide, few people knew the extent of his strange 
world. 


The story begins at its end: 

Tuesday afternoon, Peter D. Marchman, manager of the 
Bungalow Court Apartments in which Mandelko lived, 
entered Msndelko’s flat to inventory the contents. 

Mandelko had been officially evicted as of Sept. 3, but 
had remained after that with Marchman’s permission. Then 
he disappeared. The inventory was needed so that Man- 
delko’s possessions could be stored. 

In the course of the inventory, Marchman went to the 
kitchen. He tried to open the refrigerator door, but it 
wouldn’t budge. It has a magnetic §eal and should have 
opened easily. 

With the help of a neighbor, Marchman got the door 
open far enough to see that a rope was holding it tight. He 
cut the rope and found Mandelko, fully clothed, sitting with 
his knees up to his chin. The dead man's hands held the 
rope, which he had tied to the inside of - the refrigerator 
door. 

The rope and Mandelko were frozen solid. 

The police were called and they found: 

*1 A man-sized robot made of metal, cardboard, rags 
and tape. It was equipped with elaborate electronic devices, 
none of which seemed to work. 


*1 In the closet were a police officer's uniform, complete 
with motorcycle helmet and boots, toy badge and bullets, 


and a cap pistol in a holster. 

A Superman- suit. Red 
blue underwear suit with 
the big red “S.” 

Acquaintances said Man- ’ 
del had moved to Los An¬ 
geles from Chicago in March. 
During the day, he fiddled 
with electronic gear, took 
photographs of people in the 
neighborhood, and subsisted 
on a diet of Cutty Sark 
scotch and Hostess Twin- 
kies. 

His real world began at 
night. It was then that he 
donned his policeman's uni¬ 
form and patrolled Holly¬ 
wood streets — sometimes 
on foot, often on his small 
motorcycle. 


cape, high boots, skin-tight 

The cycle had once been 
equipped with a red light 
and siren, but-police made 
him take the emergency 
gear off. 

In June, Mandelko told a 
detective that he maintained 
his “police" patrols to pro¬ 
tect the sleeping citizens 
and that his robot and other 
electronic gadgets were used 
to sniff out illicit drugs. 

When his police equipment 
failed to quell the criminal¬ 
ly inclined, Mandelko 
emerged from his apart¬ 
ment as Superman. 


“One of the reasons I had 
to ask him to leave," said 
apartment manager March- 
man, “was that the neigh¬ 
bors were complaining about 

the Superman bit. 

“He’d climb on the roofs 

of the bungalows and jump 
from one to the Os-.her in that | 
Superman outfit. People ' 
couldn’t sleep. Every time he 
jumped, he’d land - with a 
thump on the next roof." 

Police took no action 
against Mandelko because he 
had no history of dangerous 
conduct.;; after neigh-; 

bors complained, he seemed

Police began receiving 
reports from Hollywood pe¬ 
destrians of a “guy in a 
Superman suit" jumping

Photographs found in the 
apartment show Mandelko 
entering a phone booth in 
police garb, stripping off 
the uniform and emerging 
— arms above his head in 
Superman’s “take-off" posi¬ 
tion. 

' “He tried and tried to 
make adult friends,” March- 
man recalled. “But most of 
his conversation was about 
comic book stuff. I don’t 
think he was mental y re¬ 
tarded because there were 
times when he talked like 
an adult. 

“He just seemed most 
happy when he was playing 
cowboys and Indians or 
cops and robbers with the 
neighborhood youngsters."

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SEX AND THE SINGLE SAUCERER 


Hans Lauritzen let another cat out of the bag when Ray Palmer 
published his long letter re: his emotional and sexual responses 
to UFO contact. We have been quietly studying sexual effects of 
UFO contact since 1966 and have a number of detailed, unpublished 
reports in our files. The best known case of this sort, Brazil's 
Antonio Villas-Boas, is only a minor example. In 1966—67 we uncovered 
a number of "sexual encounter" incidents in several states, concen¬ 
trated around college -campuses. Some cases were referred to local 
psychiatrists. 

Since 1967 we have approached a number of magazines about doing 
a documented article on these cases. Every editor rejected the 
suggestion, even the editor of Male . And, of course, the Ufologists 
themselves tend to ignore or suppress such reports. APRO received 
Dr. Fontes* detailed medical report of the Villas-Boas case in the 
late 19 5 0 T s but did not release it until 1966 , after Dr. Buhler 
accidently stumbled across Boas and published an inaccurate report. 

Essentially, these sexual encounters follow the patterns of 
the well-known incubus-succubus phenomenon found in religious and 
psychic lore. The same patterns are prevalent in the fairy lore. 

We discussed this briefly in our various books and Brad Steiger 

devoted a chapter of his book, Haunted Lovers , to other cases he 
had independently uncovered. 


Others, such as Dr. Berthold Schwarz, have studied cases in which 
the witnesses genitalia were somehow affected after a UFO experience. 
Barney Hill developed a ring of warts around his sex organ. Other 
percipients have come down with the symptoms of venereal disease. 
Usually these symptoms persist for a day or two and then disappear. 


Obviously sex and the sexual system play a mysterious role in 
these manifestations. We have been conducting our own studies into 
this aspect quietly, hoping to develop a rational hypothesis before 
bringing such a delicate matter into the open. At this point our 
studies seem to confirm our general contention that hallucination 


and confabulation play vital parts in all contactee reports

A Visitor From Space? 1 


For a while, Armintta Ray- 
pole must have thought the 
sky was falling at her farm 
home two miles north of Ill. 
Rt. 143 on the Millersburg 
road. A smouldering object 
was found in her yard around 
4 p.m. Thursday and about a 
half hour later more pieces of 
unidentified material fell from 
the sky striking her car and 
landing in a nearby cornfield. 

Just what the material was 
no one seems to know but it 
is thought that it might be 
“space junk,” unwanted ma¬ 


terials jettisoned by man dur¬ 
ing space exploration. 

Whatever it was it had a 
definite form after it came to 
rest in the Raypole yard but 
it fell apart and began to 
smoke and pop “like a fire¬ 
cracker” when it was turned 
over. 

Enough of it remains to tell 
that it did have some definite 
shape and consisted in part of 
metal. The bulk of what re¬ 
mains is mostly light weight, 
porous, grey rock-like ma¬ 
terial. 


A portion of the material 
was taken to Greenville Col¬ 
lege where it is currently be¬ 
ing examined to determine its 
make up but as of this morn¬ 
ing it is only known that the 
object did not pick up an ap¬ 
preciable amount of radiation 
if indeed it did fall through 
the earth’s atmosphere. 

To add to the mystery, it 
was reported Saturday morn¬ 
ing that the material began 

smoking and sizzling again 
following a rainstorm. 


Fiery Metal Chunks 
Fall From Sky- 
Satellite Bits?

Two white-hot chunks of metal, 
each weighing 200 pounds or more, 
fell from the sky and crashed into 
rural fields in Kansas and Oklahoma, 
it was reported Saturday. 

A slab weighing 200 pounds 
slammed into a maize field about 600 
feet from four men working on an oil 
well at Pratt, Kan. Friday afternoon. 

Another chunk weighing an esti¬ 
mated 300 pounds hit the earth near 
Beaver, Okla., about 100 miles south¬ 
west of Pratt. 

There was speculation that the 
metal pieces were unburned sections 
of a satellite plummeting back from 
space. 

“It sounded like a jet plane,” said a 
member of the oil rig crew at Pratt. 
“We looked toward the sound and 
saw a cloud of dust the size of a house 
boil up.” 

The four men found the slab of 
metal in a hole 38 inches deep. They 
said it entered the earth at a 45- 
degree angle from west to east. They 
said the object was 28 inches long, 7 
inches wide and 4 inches thick. And 
its ends appeared melted. 

A farmer saw the metal that hit in 
the Oklahoma Panhandle after hear¬ 
ing it coming down.

BIOLOGICAL EFFECTS OF ULTRAVIOLET RADIATION AND 
LOW-FREQUENCY ELECTROMAGNETIC WAVES. 


Certain observed UFO effects could be caused by exposure 
to both ultra-violet radiation and high and low frequency 
electromagnetic fields. For example, innumerable witnesses 
and percipients have complained of excessive thirst after 
their experiences. Many of these same people have suffered 
eyeburn and/or reddening of the skin...certain proof they 
were exposed to ultra-violet rays. The known thermal effect 
of radio waves could induce a "drying out*' effect and cause 
excessive thirst afterwards. Lesser exposure to these waves 
could produce the excessive sweating reported in so many 
cases and, of course, sweating can create thirst. 


The skin is the main absorber of ultraviolet radiation and reacts 
by erythema, tanning, and pigment darkening 


The erythema is a reddening of the skin as a result of dilation 
and engorgement of minute blood vessels in the dermis. An hour’s ex¬ 
posure to summer midday bright sun may produce erythema. An hour or 


more may lapse between exposure and detectable reddening. The erythema 


may be accompanied by slight swelling of the exposed region. Severe ex¬ 
posures result in blistering and desquamation. 


Ultraviolet exposure of the eye may result in painful corneal burn 
and blindness. During World War II eye damage was substantial among un¬ 
protected shipyard workers who were exposed to welding arcs and this pro¬ 
vided a basis for USPHS interest . To give some estimate of the 
radiation required, Dr. D. Q. Brown has made measurements of the power 
density emanating from a source under conditions which led to one painful

case of corneal injury. Based on the accident, he estimated that 10 
microwatts/cm 2 from a germicidal lamp (principal radiation is at 2537 A) 
for 20 minutes could produce the corneal injury, even if the person did 
not look directly at the source during exposure 


Elsewhere in this issue we discuss the electromagnetic spectrum and the fre¬ 
quently observed effects of electromagnetic waves on UFO percipients. A large 
number of scientific studies have been quietly carried out in recent years, par¬ 
ticularly in the Soviet Union, to understand these effects more fully. It is known 
that radiations in the higher frequencies (100 to 3000 MHz) produce a thermal 
effect (cause organs to heat), and primarily affect the eyes and testes . (See 
SEX AND THE SINGLE SAUCERER in this issue.) Below 30 MHz, however7"no resonant 
heating occurs and the RF (radio frequency) energy completely penetrates the 
body, exposing all organs. 


The Soviet experiments have dealt largely with functional changes in the 
nervous and cardiovascular systems. Z. V. Gordon (1964) observed an alteration 
in conditioned-reflex activity of the brain of animals (rabbits). T. Ye. Sazo- 
nova *?1964) showed that a frequency as low as 50 Hz produced deleterious effects 
on motor functions. Human subjects studied by Plekhanov (1966) when exposed to 
735 kHz exhibited a conditioned reflex to cold.

A search is underway for the 
pilot of a light plane that lost a 
wheel and remained airborne 
after cutting through three high 
voltage lines on Rockville Road 
at 11:50 a.m. Monday. 

. According to a PG&E spokes¬ 
man, the plane couldn’t have 
been flying more than 55 feet in 
the air as it cut down two 60,000 
volt lines and one 12,000 volt 
line.

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SYMPTOMS OF HALLUCINATION 


Sudden flashes of light frequently occur at the beginning of UFO 

contact experiences. These flashes are usually described as resembling 

a photo flashbulb. In a number of instances the witness has been led' 

to believe that he has, in fact, been photographed in some manner. 

John Reeves, the Florida contactee, thought the UFO entity had raised 

a camera-like box and taken a picture of him. In the Galli case 

(described in Operation Trojan Horse ) the witness claimed he was 

photographed by a flash camera after stepping into a craft. Innumerable 

other witnesses such as police officer Schirmer of Nebraska have 

reported seeing brilliant flashes of light at the outset of their 
contact experiences. 

In one case widely publicized by APRO , the witness reported seeing 
bright lights moving towards him. The next thing he knew he was 
sitting on a high tree limb. Under hypnosis he recalled a group of 
strange beings surrounding the tree while a mechanical object floated 
towards him and gassed him. This was, most likely, a case of con¬ 
fabulation in which a false memory was implanted in the witness ! 

mind to explain things he noted; sensory impressions registered too 
deeply to be erased. 

The case of Betty and Barney Hill began not with a flash of light 
but with the common (in psychic lore) impression of hypnotic eyes 
floating bodiless in front of the witnesses. Here, too, the medical 
explanation would be confabulation. The remembered experience was 
merely a fiction implanted into the mind to explain the physical 
evidence of their actual experience. The Hill case was completely 
mishandled by the attending psychiatrist, Dr. Simon, who was not 
versed in UFO lore and who unwittingly directed the course of 
the confabulation. It has been proven that patients under hypnosis 
can produce elaborate, realistic fantasies with total conviction. 

When complete details of a contact experience are collected it 
is usually found that the witness either observed a flash of light 
or the bodiless eye at the outset. This is also extremely common 
in religious lore, in those cases in which angels and entities have 
appeared. The hypnotic eye is usually translated into the "eye of 

God". The flashes of light occured at Fatima, and are described in 
many other accounts of "miracles". 

Psychic "flashes" are so common they are rarely recorded in 
modern psychic literature. Light flashes are an universal phenomeon 
in haunted houses, haunted cemeteries and the like. Persons with 
psychic ability frequently see such flashes, usually in the corner 

of their eye. These flashes sometimes precede some important event 
or change in their lives. 
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These flashes can take other, more unusual forms. In several 
Men In Black reports the witnesses claimed the MIB took their picture 
with a flash camera. In a few known cases these camera sessions were 
elaborately staged. The MIB arrived at the witnesses 1 homes in the 
usual black Cadillacs* set up a tripod on their front lawns and 
seemingly photographed the whole house. In other cases reported to 
us* the MIB fired flashguns from passing automobiles. 

The events surrounding these flash experiences were probably 
hallucinatory* set in a frame of reference understandable to the 
witness. John Reeves and others fully believed they were being 
photographed by space entities. The action made sense to them. 

In actuality* however* the flash of light probably was a response 
in the brain to the unknown mechanism which produces paranormal 

events. THERE WAS NO ACTUAL FLASH OF LIGHT EXCEPT IN THE WITNESS' 

MIND. THE FLASH WAS PRODUCED BY THE NERVOUS SYSTEM. IT WAS NOT 
SOMETHING SEEN BY THE EYES AND TRANSMITTED TO THE BRAIN. RATHER 5 
IT WAS A RESPONSE OF THE BRAIN TO A WAVE OF ELECTROMAGNETIC ENERGY 
BEING TRANSMITTED DIRECTLY TO IT. 

The affected mind then translates this extraordinary and 
unfamiliar experience into something more acceptable. An analogy 
can be drawn between a typical contactee and a person sleeping 
and dreaming. If you are sleeping and an insect should bite you 
on the arm you are likely to have a dream in which you translate 
the pain of the insect bite to the context of the dream. You might 
dream that a hypodermic needle is being driven into your arm. Your 
mind might even construct a very complicated dream around this 
sensory experience. You might have a nightmare in which a group 
of long-haired Hippies are attacking you with hypodermic needles. 

This same process is evident in much of the fairy lore and 
witchcraft lore, as Dr. Vallee noted in his book Passport To Magonia . 
Betty Hill recalled under hypnosis that the alien space people drove 
a long needle into her abdomen. This puncturing aspect is common in 
fairy stories and witchcraft lore. It is likely that these experiences 
merely produce a pain in certain nerves and the mind translates this 
pain into the "dream” or overall hallucinatory experience, just as 
the normal sleeper turns an insect bite into a hypodermic injection 
in his nightmare. 

The phantom photographers who abound in UFO lore (we even 
uncovered one case in the W. Va. Mothman fracas) probably fit this 
category. The witnesses saw a flash of light at the beginning of 
their experience and later remembered this falsely as being the 
product of a flash cam era. 

It is well-known that U.S. Astronauts in space have observed 
bright flashes of light even when their eyes were closed. Various 
theories for this phenomenon have been offered, the most popular 
being that the flashes are caused by cosmic rays passing through 
the eyeballs. It is improbable that ground level witnesses would 
be suffering from this cosmic ray effect, however.

religious apparitions. 
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The thorough investigator concentrates on the witnesses 1 
physical experiences and reactions. These physical manifestations 
can be disguised by the remembered experience but they apparently 
can not be erased. Thus, an olfactory response will be remembered 
as a gas and even as the work of a mysterious MIB with a gas gun 
(as in the case of the Matoon gasser in the 1940 T s). Actually, the 
sensation of being gassed may be the result of a signal traveling 
along the olfactory nerves, just as the flashes might result from 
a signal passing along the optical nerves. Strange smells, 
particularly the smell of violets or sulfur, are common in psychic 
experiences. The sulfur smell is frequently noted in UFO cases. 

To compound the problem it must be noted that in at least a 
few cases the overpowering sulfur smell appeared to have an outward 
physical cause. Here the odor may have been the byproduct of the 
mysterious process of materialisation; a process which seems to 
play an important role in psychic, monster and UFO events. 

All contactee episodes are now very suspect. While the witnesses 
are sincere and fully believe their stories, they are actually 
victims of a complicated mind-tampering process. They have been 
programmed by some unknown force. There are ways and means for 
studying this programming process and qualified scientists in England 
and the Soviet Union are now woeking in that direction. The U.S. 
lags behind in this kind of research. 

The light flashes, strange smells, and sharp pains are vital 
clues to the overall process. The true evidence is medical rather 
than physical. Hypnosis has questionable use in UFO studies. It can, 
and has, serve to confuse the issues by creating confabulations. 

The real meaning of these experiences is buried at a deep level of 
the human mind and is related to the so-called Alpha wave phenomenon.

J. L. B. writes: 4i I am a 67-year-old

question ridiculous. For 35 years, I’ve had occa¬ 
sional ‘spells' that can best be described as half¬ 
trances. During these bouts, I see ‘little’ people, 
friendly small creatures—one of whom I recog¬ 
nize by name. 

“These trances occur even when I’m playing 
bridge. They do not affect my behavior, although 
I have feelings of unreality—as though a thin veil 


had been dropped over my mind. Sometimes they 
occur frequently; then a year or more will elanse 
without one. Can you possibly tell me what 
causes these bouts and what, if anything, can be 
done to prevent them? One of my sisters has 
also had such visitations.” 

Like the Lilliputians 

This reminds us of the Lilliputians in Gulli¬ 
ver’s Travels. Jonathan Swift’s characters were 
six inches tall, but we do not know whether they 
were the product of a vivid imagination, dream 
or hallucination. 

A somewhat similar illusion was discussed by 
Lewis Carroll in Alice in Wonderland. Alice had 
fantastic dreams. In some, she was remarkably 
tall, in others extremely small. Some of her im¬ 
pressions were subtle, as when she fancied her- 

self two persons and was puzzled about her true * 
identity. 

The latter sensations are not uncommon in 
certain types of epilepsy and migraine. They may 
occur before or during an attack. In some in¬ 
stances, these sensations replace the bout and 
are called epileptic or migraine equivalents. The 
victim feels he is. changing in size or floating 
through space like a feather. Objects in sight may 
come closer or recede and the sense of time may 
also be affected. An electroencephalogram may 
answer our reader’s question.

Claiming Death Proves False 

ROME (AP)—A telegram saying Pope Paul VI “dies of a 
cerebral hemorrhage at 1745” was filed from a post office in 
Verona Saturday to three large Italian papers. 

The pontiff, however, was alive and well this evening, a 
Vatican official said. But as news of the telegram spread, the 
Vatican switchboard was inundated with calls from all over Ita¬ 
ly. Pope Paul attended the Italian bishops conference during 
the day, delivered a lengthy address, chatted with the bishops 
and then returned to the Vatican. 

At 8:45 p.m., one hour after the telegram said the Pope 
died, the Rev. Virgilio Levi, news editor of the Vatican paper 
L’Osservatore Romano, said the pontiff was “well, with abso¬ 
lutely no health problem.”
